As cited in attached form PTO-1449, more than one year prior to December 5, 2003, Applicants made and used a 
workflow management system which operated to monitor a record maintenance center core team. The components of this 
workflow consist of a human resource module, a lost time module, a quality module, a change management request 
(CMR)/trouble module, a data cleanup module, and data cleanup modules. The human resource module provides forms for 
IDs, system and building access, and tracks status of all BellSouth and vendor employees. The lost time module enables 
management to track all system down time that effects productivity and reports it as an equivalent print credit. The quality 
module enables management to input and monitor drawing quality. The CMR/trouble module enables users to enter a report 
regarding a bug in the drafting program, and request a fix for the bug. The data cleanup modules are used to capture data 
related to error corrections, which can be district requests for correction or internally generated reports which identify critical 
database errors. 



As cited in attached form PTO-1449, more than one year prior to December 5, 2003, Applicants made and used a 
workflow management system which operated to monitor a records maintenance center jobs workflow. The components of this 
workflow consist of a receipt module, an assign module, a complete module, and a report module. The receipt module receives 
jobs from engineering. The assign module assigns the jobs to a draftsman. The complete module marks the jobs as completed 
by the draftsman. And, the report module reports the completion of the job. 

As cited in attached form PTO-1449, more than one year prior to December 5, 2003, Applicants made and used a 
workflow management system which operated to monitor a central office records maintenance center workflow. The 
components of the central office record maintenance center workflow consist of a receipt module, an assignment module, a 
complete module, and a report module. 

As cited in attached form PTO-1449, more than one year prior to December 5, 2003, Applicants made and used a 
workflow management system which operated to provide engineers with a way to communicate loop makeup unit (LMU) 
requests to the records maintenance center and report the status of the request.
